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f"!""'  H  E  viciffitudes  of  human  life  are  daily 
felt,  and  univerfally  acknowledged.—** 
With  the  faireft  profpe&s  of  fuccefs,  and  even 
in  the  full  enjoyment  of  health,  man  often 
falls  a  facrifice  to  accident  or  difeafe,  and 
leaves  his  family  in  circumftances  of  abfolute 
or  comparative  diflrefs. 


Inflances  of  this  truth  have  occurred  fo 
repeatedly,  that  perfons  in  particular  folia¬ 
tions  have  been  induced  to  form  themfelves 
into  Societies,  for  the  purpofe  of  railing  funds, 
that  might  obviate,  or  leffen,  the  confe- 
quences  of  fuch  melancholy  events. 

To  this  laudable  motive  the  Society  for 
the  Relief  of  the  Widows  and  Orphans  of  the 

A  z  Clergy 
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Clergy  owes  its  eftabliilunent ;  and,  with  the 
fame  benevolent  intention,  fimilar  affociations 
have  been  formed  by  men  of  other  profeflions. 
The  number  of  objects,  whofe  neceflities  have 
been  relieved,  affords  the  mod  ample  tedi- 
monv  of  the  utility  of  fuch  inftitutions ;  while 
the  encouragement  they  have  received,  from 
perfons  not  immediately  interefted,  is  an  une¬ 
quivocal  proof  of  their  edimation  in  the  pub¬ 
lic  opinion. 


It  is  remarkable  that  Medical  Men,  in  this 
metropolis,  Ihould  have  been  fo  long  inatten¬ 
tive  to  the  benefit,  which  their  families  might 
derive,  from  a  well-regulated  edablifhment  of 

this  kind.  The  opinion  of  the  world,  difcoun-

fenancing  Celibacy  in  them,  is  a  caufe  why 
there  is  proportionally  a  greater  number  mar¬ 
ried  in  this,  than  in  any  other  clafs.  The  ex- 
pences  attending  their  education,  with  the 
obdacles  which  render  a  produdlive  edablifh- 
merit  in  bufmefs  flow  and  precarious,  often 
prevent  them  from  making  an  early  provifion

lor  their  families.  If  to  thefe  circumflances 
it  be  added  that  they  are,  from  the  nature  of 
their  profeffion,  particularly  expofed  to  con¬ 
tagion  and  other  caufes  of  difeafe,  more  need 
not  be  urged,  to  enforce  the  necefiity  of  pro¬ 
moting  feme  fcheme,  to  alleviate  the  diftrefs 
to  which  their  families  may  be  liable,  when 
deprived,  by  death,  of  the  protection  and 
fupport  of  a  Hufband  or  a  Father. 

This  Society  is  formed  to  raife  and  efta- 
biifh  a  fund  for  fuch  purpofes. 

Young  profeffional  men,  reflecting  upon 
the  uncertainty  of  life  and  of  fuccefs,  will  na¬ 
turally  find  comfort,  in  the  confideration  of  its 
being  in  their  power,  at  a  fmall  annual  ex- 
pence,  to  lefi'en  the  miferies,  to  which  their 
wives  and  children  may  be  expofed,  after  their 
deceafe.  Such  as  are  enabled  to  bequeath 
wealth  to  thole  whom  they  may  leave  behind 
them,  will  have  an  opportunity  of  teftifying 
their  gratitude  to  that  profeffion,  in  which  it 

has 
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has  been  acquired,  by  contributing  fome  part 
of  it  to  the  relief  of  the  families  of  their  lefs 
fortunate  brethren  : — And  others,  not  of  the 
profeffion,  who  are  benevolently  difpofed,  will, 
by  means  of  this  eftablifhment,  have  it  in 
their  power  to  ex  ere  he  their  humanity,  by 
contributing  to  the  relief  of  thofe  who*  were 
entitled  to  indulge  better  expectations. 


IF  this  inilitution  had  been  founded  upon 
the  principles  of  a  Society  for  the  benefit  of 
Survivors,  it  could  not  have  anfwered  fully  the 

propofed  benevolent  intention  ;  for  then  it
